Gentlemen: We, your Agricultural and Industrial Com- 


mittees, beg leave to report as follows: 


Your Committee met at the Office of the District Agricul- 


tural Representative on March 28rd, 1939. The following 
appropriations were recommended: 


the 


That the sum of $2,300 be included in the estimates for 
use of this Committee, as follows: 


1. That $400.00 be granted to the Norfolk Agricultural 
Society. 


2. That $175.00 be granted to the Norfolk Plowmen’s 
Association. 


3. That $100.00 be granted to the Norfolk Holstein 
Club for the purpose of helping defray expenses in send- 
ing a Norfolk County Herd to the Canadian National 
Exhibition and London. 


4, That $150.00 be granted for the Junior Club work 
to encourage the boys and girls of this County; the grant 
to be divided as follows: $75.00 for the Girls’ Club, and 
$75.00 for the Boy’s Club, and that Mr. Bramhill be their 
adviser regarding the expending of this Grant. 


5. That Mr. Elmer McConnell, of Delhi, in the County 
of Norfolk, be our head Corn Borer Inspector according 
to By-law No. 726, 1938, under the Plant Disease Act, 
and that the said Act be strictly enforced according to 
good judgment. And further, that the said Elmer Mc- 
Connell is to be paid for his services as such Inspector 
the sum of $4.50 per diem and the sum of 5c per mile 
necessarily travelled by him in enforcing the said Act. 
That if Assistants be appointed by the said Elmer Mc- 
Connell, they shall receive $3.00 per diem and a further 
sum of 5c per mile for travelling expenses to enforce the 
said Act. 


6. That the sum of $150.00 be granted to the Norfolk 
Chamber of Commerce. 
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7. That a grant of $50.00 be made to the Scholarship 
of the Ontario Agricultural College. 


8. This Committee recommend that the permanent 
Conservation Committee be composed of the President of 
the Norfolk Chamber of Commerce, the Agricultural 
Representative, the Chairman of the Agricultural and 
Reforestation Committees, and the Warden. 


9. Your Agricultural Committee was last year instru- 
mental in inaugurating a plan to train Canadian Tobacco 
Curers. Some 33 young men received this training and in 
most cases favorable reports have been received from 
those with whom they worked. Your Committee requests 
that G. G. Bramhill get in touch with the Provincial and 
Dominion Departments of Agriculture to see if this work 
cannot be continued under the Youth Training Scheme. 
Your Committee recommends that the sum of $125.00 be 
paid to the Secretary of the Committee, G. G. Bramhill, 
to reimburse members to be appointed on a special com- 
mittee to help in carrying out the scheme. 


10. That the sum of $600.00 be granted to enforce 
the Corn Borer Act. 


11. That the sum of $500.00 which has been Statutory 
in the past, be granted to our District Agricultural Repre- 
sentative, Mir.

Tobacco Curers. 


To: The Warden and Members of the Norfolk County Council. 


The Committee appointed to continue work in connection 
with Training Canadian Tobacco Curers met in the office of the 
Department of Agriculture, Monday, June 5th, at 2.30 in the 
afternoon. James Moore was elected Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, and G. G. Bramhill, Secretary, for the ensuing year. 


The Secretary read a Report from James F. Marsh, 
Deputy Minister of Labour, as follows: 


“T am directed to state that we will approve the quota 
of fifty young men as a first year class to participate in 
training as Tobacco Curers this year. 


The matter of giving a second year training to those 
who received training last year is not looked upon with 
favour as we are of the opinion that the same young men 
who were trained last year should be re-employed by the 
same employers thiss year without any financial assistance 
from funds expended under the Dominion-Provincial 
Youth Training Programme.”

The Committee felt that some work should be done with 
those who took up training last year, and the Secretary was 
instructed to write W. R. Reek, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture, suggesting that twenty of last year’s trainees should be 
selected for further training, and that 30 new trainees be 
accepted this year. 


In the meantime plans are being made to accept applica- 
tions both from tobacco growers who will accept trainees, and 


young men who wish to secure this training, and they will be 
dealt with by this Committee in due course.

WHEREAS it is necessary to provide ways and means to 
carry on the Public Service of the County of Norfolk for the 
year 19389. 


AND WHEREAS it appears there will be required for 
General Purposes the sum of one hundred and forty-one 
thousand, eight hundred and forty-three dollars and seventeen 
cents ($141,843.17); being a mill rate of 4.677; 


For Construction and Maintenance on County Roads the 
sum of one hundred and four thousand, nine hundred and 
thirty-two dollars and forty-five cents ($104,932.45) being a 
mill rate of 3.46: 


FOR Education the sum of thirty-five thousand, nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight dollars and seventy cents ($35,938.70) : 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal Council 
of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled:

A By-law to provide for Borrowing $............ upon 
Debentures to Pay for a Floating Indebtedness. 


WHEREAS the County of Norfolk has incurred certain 
floating indebtedness amounting to $170,000.00 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed advisable to pay such in- 
debtedness by the issue of Debentures to the amount of $...... 
bearing interest at the rate of 2% per annum, and maturing in 
five (5) equal annual instalments, and the said sum of $170,000 
is the amount of debt intended to be created by this By-law; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality according to the last revised 
Assessment Roll is $30,327,300.; 


AND WHEREAS the existing Debenture Debt of the 
Municipality is the sum of $200,074.39 of which $ (nil) of 
principal is in arrear; and of which § (nil) of interest is in 
arrear; 


AND WHEREAS the Ontario Municipal Board has auth- 
orized the issue by the County of Norfolk of Debentures to 
the amount of $170,000.00 under the provision of section 59D 
ot the Ontario Municipal Board Act, 1987, to pay the said 
indebtedness, upon the terms herein set out; 


NOW THEREFORE THE Municipal Council of the Corp- 
oration of the County of Norfolk ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1,—THAT for the purpose aforesaid there shall be borrowed 
on the credit of the Corporation at large the said sum of 
$170,000.00 and Debentures shall be issued therefore in sunis 
of not less than $100.00 each, bearing interest at the rate of 
2% per annum, and having coupons attached thereto for the 
payment of such interest semi-anually. 


29-—Such Debentures shall all bear the same date and 
shall be issued within Two years from the date on which this 
By-law is passed and may bear any date within such Five 
years and shall be payable in Five annual instalments during 
the Five years next after the time when the same are to be 
issued, and the respective amounts of principal and interest 
payable in each of such years shall be asi set forth in Schedule 
“A” hereto attached.

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3.—The Debentures as to both principal and interest shali 
be expressed in Canadian currency and shall be payable at the 
Bank of Montreal, head office, Toronto, and Bank of Montreal, 
Simcoe, Ontario. 


4.—The Warden of the Corporation shall sign and issue 
the Debentures, and the same shall also be signed by the 
Treasurer of the Corporation, and the Debentures shail be 
sealed with the Seal of the Corporation. The Coupon shall be 
signed by the Treasurer, and his signature thereon may je 
written, stamped, lithographed or engraved. 


5.—During the period of Five years, the currency of the 
Debentures, the sum of $.......... shall be raised annually 
for the payment of the principal and interest thereon and the 
said sum shall be levied and raised annually by a special rate 
sufficient therefor over and above all other rates on all the 
rateable property in the Municipality at the same time and in 
the same manner as other rates. 


THIS BY-LAW shall take effect on the day of the final 
passing thereof.
